HE IS OFF ON A HONTING TRIP. 


He Chatted Pleasantly of His Fam- 
ily at Home, 


SWEET BABY RUTH IS — WELL 


And Her Charming Mamma Is Strong. 
The Arrival Was Quite 
a Surprise. 


Ex-President Grover Cleveland was in 


Atlanta last night. 

He came in on the Richmond and Dan- 
ville <Air-Line vestibule train. A_ cold, 
drizzling rain was falling, andthe union 
depot was well nigh deserted as the train 
drew up. Two or three railroad men and 
@ CONSTITUTION reporter were the only per- 
goas who had gone there especially to pay 
their respects to the distinguished traveler. 

Mr. Cleveland was on his way to New 
Orleaus and was at dinner in the dining car 
Icilius when the train stopped. As Tue 
CONSTITUTION’S representative was ushered 
{nto the car, the ex-president was leaning 
back in his chair waiting for the next 
course. He looks better than at any time 
in years. His hair—and there is not quite 
so much of it as there was when he was 
here in 1887—show alittle gray, but other- 
wise time has been kind to him. 

“T and my friend here are stealing away 
quietly to New Orleans ona pleasure trip,” 
Mr. Cleveland remarked in reply to a ques- 
tion as to his destination and the purpose 
of his trip. 

He had hesitated at first about being 
interviewed at all, and on national ques- 
tions he was wary, and would not discuss 
them. When thé probable war with Chile 
was broached, the ex-president was silent, 
and bis manner told that he did not wish 
to be quoted. 

His only comment was that when the 
Cutting affair was up, he found plenty of 
evidence that the south would furnish her 
full compliment of volunteers. He would 
not express an opinion as to whether war 
should be declared. 

“How did you leave your family, 
Cleveland?” 

“This was a congenial topic, and his face 
lighted up instantly. ~ 

“Mrs. Cleveland is strong again, and the 
baby is as hearty as can be,” said he. — 

“I would-not be here’ tinléss I felt that 
they could be lett safely.” 

Being asked particularly about little 
Ruth Mr. Cleveland fairly beamed as he 
auswered pleasantly: ‘‘She is the best baby 
in the world—that is, to my knowledge.”’ 

The reporter was tempted to ask if she ever 
cries at night, but Mr. Cleveland looked so 
hearty himself that it was plain she is ex- 
ceptionally good, and does not disturb the 
slumbers of the household. 

“I would like to see Atlanta again by 
daylight. I was most agreeably impressed 
by my visit during the Piedmont exposi- 
tion a few years ago.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland said that his trip had 
been uneventful. The start was unheralded 
and his coming was unknown along the 
route. He was up until 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning, Writing in his stateroom, and 
he did not get up until late. He and his 
friend, whom he did not introduce, but} who 
was said to be a Mr. Well- 
ing, kept close to ‘their state- 
rooms all day and were not seen by their 
fellow passengers except when they went to 
their meals. And, seemingly to avoid being 
Stared at, the two gentlemen waited until 
every one else breakfasted and dined be- 
fore going into the dining car from their 
Pullman, the Southron.j

Captain John Gee, of the 
Atlanta and West Point road, and 
Mr. Kelly, of the Richmond and Danville, 
Were the other two of the ex-president’s 
three visitors in Atlanta. The only place 
Where a crowd was in waiting was at 
Charlotte. Loud calls were made for Mr. 
Cleveland. He appeared at the window of 
his stateroom, but would not go out on the 
Platform and speak. Some of the dogs got 
Cut of the baggage car there, but were 
Quickly recaptured.

Mr. Cleveland 
does not want any demonstrations, and 
strict orders were given to the porters and 
conductor to give no information to passen- 
gers or any one else.

When the train rolled away, not ten peo- 
ple were around, and there was not a call 
or a cheer.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


The Committee Meets in Washington to 
Fix Date and Place. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—[Special.}— 
The national democratic committee meets 
here next Thursday for the purpose of se- 
lecting a place to hold the national con- 
vention. 

So far the following cities have put in 
their claims: New York, Indianapolis, Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, Milwaukee, St. Paul, 
Kansas City and San Francisco. Omaha 
will also perhaps enter the field. 

Already several of these cities have opened 
headquarters at the Arlington, where they 
are exhibiting any quantity of argument, 
mixed with cigars and liquid refreshments. 

Cincinnati Seems Probable, 

The chances seem to favor the conven- 
tion going to Cincinnati. Certainly the major- 
ity of the committeemen now in the city 
favor Cincinnati for various reasons, but 
particularly because it is neutral ground 
and all the candidates for the nomination 
will have equal chances there. Cincinnati 
is also being urged because it is conven- 
iently located for the southern and western 
delegates. 

Colonel Estill, Georgia’s committeeman, is 
indisposed, and will not be here. He has, 
however, sent his proxy to Senator Brice to 
be transferred to sOme one here.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS, 


Some Important Bills That Will Be Reported 
and Acted Upon During the Week. 


WASHINGTON, January 17.—Although the 
house has not been able to act upon any of the 
hundreds of bills that have been introduced 
by its members, the senate is now in full tide 
of legislation. Dozens of bills have already 
passed that body and ~been _ sent 
over to the house. Among them 
are several bills making appropriations for 
public buildings, the class of measures which 
representatives very much wish to father. 
Work is to be kept up this week and as there 
are already thirty-seven of these bills 
on the senate calendar within easy 
reach, members of the house will probably 
suffer some loss of prestige in the eyes of their 
constituents through the activity of the senate. 
There is little beyond these measures, as yet, 
for the senate to act upon. 

Tomorrow the Weil and La Abra claims 
will be discussed in connection with pending 
bills to investigate the allegations of fraud in 
their allowance. The bill reorganizing the 
system of printing and issuing public docu- 
ments may also be provocative of debate. 
Senator Kyle will talk about mar- 
riage and divorce, and the  exec- 
utive sessions during the week will 


{ probably develop some party feeling, as it is 


expected that judicial nominations and the 
Elmira postmastership will figure in the pro- 
ceedings. 

After introduction of bills tomorrow, in the 
house, the republicans will take up the meas- 
ure reported by Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, 
from the joint committee on printing, enti- 
tled, a “bill providing for the public 

rinting binding, and distribution of pub- 
fie documents.”” Itis expected that at least 
half of the session of the house during tlie 
week will be consumed in _ considera- 
tion of .this measure. The bill makes 
a general revision of the present 
system of printing and distributing publie docg 
uments, and as there are fifty-nine pages of it 
and it contains many pages of public interest 
to congressmen themselves, it is improbable 
that it can be brought to a vote speeaily. 

The Interstate Commissionership. 

Tomorrow morning several! delegations from 
various states will call upon the president to 
present names for the vacancy on the inter- 
state commerce commission. Mr. Clements’s 
name will again be presented, and the presi- 
dent will be urged to consider the paper signed 
by nearly one hundred congressmen of th 
parties requesting bim to appoint the Georgian. 
Judge Culberson, of Texas, to whom the posi- 
tion was tirst tendered, expressed the opinion 
tonight that the president would now tender 
the place to Mr. Clements. E. W. B.

CHILE: 


The Naval Authorities Actively at Work 
for War. 


THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE TODAY 


Will Probably Give the Start to the 
Movement. 


SOMETHING ABOUT CHILE AND CHILEANS. 


The Resources of the Country—The Char- 
acteristics of the People—The Obsta- 
cles to Be Encountered. 


WASHINGTON, January 17.—[Special.}— 
The Chilean situation is almost the sole 
topic of conversation in Washington. 

Officers of the army and navy who are 
ambitious to win their spurs are in high. 
feather over the prospect of war, and though 
from a common-sense point of view it looks 
as if it would be the height of folly for 
the little Chilean republic to longer refuse 
an apology and thus force an unequal con- - 
test, in which she must surely be worsted 
in the end, it is explained that Chile is 
again border:ng on a revolution and a sur 
render to the United States at this time 
would inevitably lead to the overthrow of 
the party in power. 

Determined to Force Chile. 

Meantime, the administration is deter- 
mined to force Chile to the wall. Mr, 
Harrison, of course, appreciates the value 
of a war scare from a_ political point of 
view. It is believed tonight in some quar 
ters that the president will send the cor 
respondence, with his méssage, to congress 
tomorrow, and will send Judge Advocate 
General Remey’s report as a suppliment 
later in the week. If this should be done, 
there would be little else discussed 
in either house during the week. 
But the preponderance of opinion is 
that the president will withhold all 
Chilean papers until Remey’s report is re- 
ceived. Among these papers will be photo 
graphs of the various sections of the city, 
of Valparaiso, which are introduced to show 


that the sailors of the Baltimore were at" 


tacked in several localities of the city at 
the same time. It is understood that Gen- 
eral Remey has secured testimony from the 
Baltimore’s men which shows just where 
they were at the time of the attack, and 
the photo exhibits will prove a graphic and 
convincing feature of the report.

Naval Officers Alert. 

There was a mysterious conference of 
naval officers at the navy department this 
morning. Just what was done is not 
known. but it is rumored that dispatches 
have been sent to all officers on  fur- 
lough to return to vessels 
or report immediately for duty 
at the nearest naval station. This, if true, 
would indicate that Secretary Tracy is 
holding himself in readiness to commence 
an aggressive movement at a moment’s 
notice. The democrats are not disposed to 
raise any factious opposition in case the 
situation proves as critical as it is repre- 
sented to be. Party lines will be oblit- 
erated in case war is declared, and the 
democratic house will vote men and means 
to back up the republican administration 
in a fight involving our national honor.

Admiral Evans Is Spunky. 
HE SENDS A SAUCY MESSAGE TO THE 
CHILEAN GOVERNMENT. 

WASHINGTON, January 17. — Secretary 
Tracy has received the following cablegram 
from Commander Evans, of the United States 
steamship Yorktown: 

VALPARAISO, Chile, January 16.—To Secretary 
of Navy, Washington, D. C.: The American 
minister informs me that the Chilean minister 
of foreign affairs has changed his mind about the 
refugees now on the Yorktown, and that they may 
be taken out of any merchant vessel touching at a 
Chilean port by the local authorities. Arrange- 
ments had been made forall of them to sail to- 
day, but this change of base on the part of the 
Chilean minister of foreign affairss compels me to 
keep them, which crowds me very much. Shall 
I land them at Callao, Peru, or Molendo? No 
steamers from here go direct to neutral territory. 
This unexpected act of the Chilean minister of 
foreign affairs is due, he states, tomy saluting the 
Spanisb minister when Le came aboard to deliver 
two refugees. I have requested the American 
minister %o say to the minister of foreign affairs 
that lam responsible to myown government, and 
not that of Chile in such matters, and that I con- 
sider his criticisin offensive and I will not accept 
it. His action seems unworthy of the representa- 
tive of a serious government. EVANS. 

It Creates a Sensation. 

The faction on the part of Senor Pereira, 
Chilean minister of foreign affairs, in deciding 
that the refugees might be taken off any mer- 
chant vessel touching ata Chilean port by 
local authority, was a great surprise to the 
officials in Washington. They had been led 
to believe, from the fact that the refugees 
were allowed to go aboard the 
Yorktown without molestation, 
they would be permitted to 
the country without further hindrance. This 
belief was no doubt shared by the United 
States officials in Chile, forthe navy depart- 
ment had been informed by Commander 
Evans that the refugees were to sail yesterday 
ou their way to Europe. Notwithstanding this 
setback to their departure, there is no doubt 
but that they will be abie to get to neutral 
territory, if the navy department can bring 
about this result. 

Secretary Tracy’s Reply. 

Secretary Tracy said tonight that he will 
send a reply to Commander Evans tomorrow 
instructing him what to doin the matter. He 
will, in all probability, order that the refugees 
be taken to some place in neutral territory by 
the Yorktown, though to what point the sec-

There was no ground for offense to the 
Chilean government in the action of Com- 
mander Evans salutirg the Spanish minister 
when the latter came on board to deliver two 
refugees who had been under his care. The 
naval regulations require commanders of ves- 
seis to extend this courtesy to a visiting digni- 
tary who may come aboard their vessel. 

The Move Is Suggestive. 

The latest move of the Chilean government 
as voiced by its minister of foreign afiairs in 
the present case, is unsatisfactory to such of 
those officials in Washington as are willing to 
express themselves with respect to the matter. 
It is felt to be a case of adding insult to injury, 
an additional affront to an already aggravated 
case 


Secretary Tracy evidently regretted what 
had occurred, and seemed to think it an 
affront to the nation. 

Neither Secretary Blaine nor Minister Montt 
had any news bearing on the Chilean situation 
for the press tonight. 

Chile and Its People. 
THE RESOURCES OF THE COUNTRY-—-THE 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE PEOPLE. 

Chile isa South American republic lying 
farthest south on the west coast of that 
continent, between latitude 24 dezrees and 60 
degrees south and longitude 67. degrees and 74 
degrees west. It is bounded north by 
Bolivia and east by the Argentine Republic, 
south and west by the Pacific ocean. That 
part of Chile below latitude 43 degrees 20 
minutes, was formerly Patagonia west of the 
Andes mountains, and for a long time Chilean 
jurisdiction there was barely nominal. The 
area of the country, including Patagonia and 
the islands of the archipelago, 
is about two hundred = and fifty 
thousand square miles. It lies west 
ofthe Andes and the long narrow, yellow 
strip on the maps has caused some to give it 
the nick name of the “shoe string.”’ Its 
mountains rise from 5,000 to 24,000 feet, the 
average being about 13,000 feet, and they 
stand mainly on the eastern border between 
Chile and Argentine Republic. 

There are only eleven passes across these 
mountains in the full length of them. There 
are fifteen volcanoes which show signs of 
igneous action within a late period. The 
rivers are short, but when swollen by the 
melting of snowsin the mountains they dis- 
charge large amounts of water and alluvium, 
and nearly ail of them have considerable 
deltas or bars at their mouths formed by the 
deposit of soil washed down. These prevent 
vessels of good draught from entering or 
ascending them to any distance. Some rivers 
which are perfect torrents in spring are dry 
all summer, notably the Copiapo. 

There are few good harbors. The best 
probably is Talcahuano in latitude 36 degrees 
30 minutes south; it is well protected, with 
ample room and depth of water. Coquimbo 
in latitude 30 is the next in point of safety. 
Valparaiso isthe most exposed, although its 
commerce and importance are greatest. The 
other harbors of more or less importance are 
Caldera, Copiapo, Constitucion on the main 
land, and San Carlos on the Island of Chiloe, 

The Climate of Chile. 

The climate of Chile is jast the reverse of our 
own. Itisnow theirsummer. Being in the 
south temperate zone its hottest months 
are December, January and 

and its coldest 
June, July and August. 
seasons are said to be delightful, especially 
upon the island of Chiloe, the mean tempera- 
ture of winter being 50 degrees and of sum- 
mer 73 degrees, the annual mean temperature 
62 degrees. 

At Santiago, the capitol, the rainfall is 
moderate; further south the quantity of rain 
is somewhat greater, while toward the north 
it diminishes, and, on the desert of Atacama, 
in the most northerly state, of the same name, 
the rain seldom or never falls). Asa result of 
this equal and uniform climate, trees, fruits 
and flowers of both tropical and temperate 
regions flourish we}l.

ably visited by more than any other known 
region of the globe. All of its cities have more 
than once been destroyed at different 
times by seismic disturbances ; viz., Vai paraiso, 
Santiago, Concepcion, La Serena, Coquimbo, 
Talcabuana, Los Angels, Yumbe}, Cauquenes, 
Constitucion and every village on the coast 
between Coquimbo and Concepcion. 

The mineral resources of Chile are wonder- 


ful. The copper and silver mines are proba- 
bly the richest in the world and the gold 
mines are of great value. The mining region 
is in the north, mainly in the province of 
Atacama, but rich mineral deposits continue 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country. The coal beds near the 
mouth of the — river Laraquita are 
said to be visible in the 

from vessels sailing along 

coast. The rich silver mines in the 
province of Coquimbo and the nitrate beds are 
the property of English capitalists. 

As to the People. 


The Chileans, or Chilenos, as they call them- 
selves, are of Spanish descent, though possib! 
not half of them are of pure Spanish blood. 
The greater~ part are of mixed blood as their 
forms, features and hair testify. In the lower 
half of the country many Indians have been 
reduced to subjection and-are employed as 
peons, or farm laborers on the haciendadas, or 
large farms of that region. There exists “to 
some degree the tenant system on 
these farms, the peons rendering a kind 
of feudal service and paying their rent in 
labor or in kind from their crops. The old 
stories of Patagonian giants seem to be re- 
buked when we learn that the men are usually 
slender and appear to be lacking in muscular 
development, but it is really affirmed that 
they possess more strength than men of other 
nations. The women, who are generall 
pretty, have fuller and rounder figures, an 
seem to have more intelligence than the men. 

The population of Chile is estimated at 
about four millions. The aboriginal tribes, 
who have been only nominally redaced to sub- 
jection, are supposed to number about one 
hundred thousand. 

The Chileans are more enterprising 
than the inhabitants of mostof the South 
American states, and by their neighbors they 
are called the ‘“‘yankees of South America.”’ 
This isa name they usually resent, for Chile 
has always| loved England, and courted and 
aped her inevery way. She has adopted the 
English form of government so far as a 
republic may use the laws of a kingdom. 
She calls the money by English pounds, 
shillings and pence, instead of by dollars and 
cents. She has been developed by English 
capital, and all her internal improvements 
are mainly owned and used by Englishmen. 
Her foreign trade is almost exclusively with 
England. 

The religion of Chile is Roman Catholic, 
and the laws tolerate no other, but in 
practice there is no very marked objection 
to the quiet performance of worship under 
other forms of faith. 

The agrilculture of Chile is primitive. With 
the exception of a tolerably skillful system of 
irrigation the farmers and planters are grossly 
ignorant of improved methods. The manu- 
facturesof Chile are not extensive; but have, 
in late years, been very much increased by the 
patronage of the government. The cities are 
fairly well provided with pavements, water- 
works, electric lighting, street cars and other 
modern urban improvements. Schools aud 
colleges, with good libraries, are numerous, 
and a very good school system has greatly im- 
proved the people. 

People and Resources. 


The people and the resources of Chile 
cannot compare with the vast resources 
of the United States. Why they would 
refuse to offer sujtab!e and reasonable apology 
to the United States for the outrages upon tne 
Baltimore’s crew cannot be understood. It is 
believed that President Montt knows only too 
well that his country is honorably bound to 
make the proper acknowledgement and pay- 
ment for the wrong done, but that it would 
cost him more than his position to do so. 
recent has been the experience of the way- 
ward Balmaceda that he dreads such a fate. 
Montt is said to hope that a war between 
Chile and some other power will unite the 
factions of his people, and he also beiieves 
that as S0o0n as his people realize what such a 
war means they will quell the hatred that 
seems to be so bitter toward the United States 
and seek peace on terms even humiliating in 
the extreme to get out of sucha war. It is 
further believed that England will place her 
firm hand on the bantam republic and bring 
her to her senses with an apology in short 
order.

KNOXVILLE, January 17.—At 11 o'clock last 
night alarming reports were received from 
Coal Creek. A man justin from Keathly on 
a late train says that miners to the number of 
2,000 are assembling on the mountain over- 
looking the soldiers’ camp, with a view to mak- 
ing an attack. At 11;300’clock the telegraph 
operator in the camp telegraphed that many 
miners were massing on the mountain, and 
that there had been some firing by pickets. 
The miners were doing a good deal of shooting, 
but up to that time no one had been hurt. 

The camp was in much confusion, expecting 
an attack, but the men were in good trim to 
hold the fort at all costs. The operator then 
said he would investigate and report, but at 
11:50 nothing further had been heard from 
him. Today was pay day at Coal Creek and 
some person has been predicting trouble. A 
number of miners from Blocton went to Coal 
Creek last night and this morning one of 
them, who was drinking, said they were going 
out there to ‘‘clean up”’ the militia. 

At this hour (11:55) the wires seem to be u 
and working. Something definite is enpected 
every moment. The fact that the wires have 
not been cut is construed to mean no trouble, 
and the firing by miners is thought to bea 
demonstration to harrass the troops. Should 
the wires be cut it may be taken for granted 
that there is trouble.

New York’s Mysterious Murderer Run 
Down by the Police. 


ANOTHER VICTIM FURNISHES THE CLUE 


To His Identity, and He Is Taken 
In the Act. 


THE BLOODY RAZOR THAT DID THE WORK

New York, January 17.-—‘‘Jack the 
Slasher,” the mysterious individual who, since 
December 20th, has roamed about the lower 
section of the city at night cutting the throats 
of drunken men with his ready razor, has 
been captured. The prisoner is Henry G. 
Dowd, an Englishman, born in:Liverpool, who 
came to this country when a boy. 

Dowd was arrested between 2 and 3 o’clock 
this morning. He had been confronted by 
Johw Clark, of Elizabeth, N. J., whose throat 
was cut on the tli ivstant and, positively iden- 
tified by iim as his assailant. Dowd then 
confessed, admitting aiso that he murdered 
John Carson, the Baltimore lawyer, who was 
found on the street last Thursday morning 

his threat ent from-eartoear. Then 
retracted this and doggedly refused 
to talk. The prisoner is now ina cell at 
police headcuarters. 
The Slasher's First Work. 

The attention of the police was called to 
the operations of the slasher when John 
Heflin had his throat cut December 29th. Then 
followed the cases of Louis Lawson, John 
Clarke, of E:izabeth, N. J-; George Williams 
and Edward Christiansen, a Swede. All of 
these were under like circumstances. Then 
came the Cyrson murder and Inspector Byrnes 
was thoroughly aroused. 

Twenty of his most experienced detectives 
and twenty more regular policemen in citi- 
vens’ dress have hept ashbarj» watch on the 
down town section of the city, where the 
slasher’s operations were confined. 

Policeman Masterson was stauding in plain 
clothing on the corner of New Chambers and 
Rooseveit streets, shorily after 2 e’clock, 
when he saw astrange man approach him 
from the opposite side of the street. The man 
had a handkerchief tied around his head, 
partially concealing his features. He came 
close to the policeman, peered into his face, 
evidently to ascertain whether he was intox- 
icated, and walked away. 

Looking for a Victim. 

The policeman foilowed unseen. 
walked up one street, down another. When 
the man stopped, the policeman halted. Ina 
few minutes the policeman saw a drunken 
man approaching. The man he was watching 
saw the drunken man at the same time, and 
walked toward him. The pair exchanged a 
few words and moved off together followed by 
the policeman. Near James street the police- 
man saw the stranger raise his arim, grab the 
drunken man by the neck, and in a moment 
after he saw the drunken inan sink to the side- 
walk without a word. 

The stranger darted away, with the police- 
man in hot pursuit. The latter was joined 
by other ofiicers, and the fellow was run 
down. He at first showed fight, but a tap on 
the head with a club subdued him. 

In the man’s hand was a razor covered with 
blood. 

The prisoner comes of a good family. His 
mother’s sister married Samuel N. Hoyt, a 
brother of the late Jesse Hoyt, the million- 
aire, whose will was stubbornly contested by 
his daughter, Mary [rene Hoyt. 

An Escaped Lunatic. 

About fifteen years ago Dowd was placed in 
Flatbush asylum for the insane, but he escaped. 
Perhaps the strongest piece of evidence against 
the slasher, connecting bim with Carson’s 
murder, is the razor, The coroner testitied 
that Carson was murdered with a ragged-edged 
knife or razor. Dowd’s razor was found to be 
‘nicked’? here and there along the edge. 

But there is still another remarkable piece 
of evidence against bowd. When his coat 
and vest were removed, blood stains were 
found on his shirt. These stains were not 
new and fresh, andcould not have been blood 
from his victim this morning.

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THE COTTON TREE. 


The Peruvian Crop of 70,000 Bales Grown 
in the Chira Valley. 


The Peruvian cotton tree is something of 
which we inthis country have heard little, 
but itis already acommercial quantity of no 
meaniimportance. According to the report of 
the American minister, this staple sells for 
ten totwenty-five centsa pound in the English 
markets, which take the whole crop. Ina 
letter to the state department, Minister Hicks, 
writing from Lima, says of this industry: 

**Next to wool comes the production of cot- 
ton, Which amounts to about $3,000,000 annu- 
ally. The best grade is werih from eleven to 
eleven and a half pence in the English market, 
while the upland brings from five to five and a 
half pence. Thecotton of Peru grows on a 
tree instead of the diminutive shrub which 
grows in thesouthern partof the United States. 
The tree commences bearing when it is two 
years old, and it continues to bear every year 
for forty or fifty years. Iu the warm regions of 
the north twocrops are gathered every year. 
England takes the whole product. 

“There are three oil mills in Peru which 
grind the eotton seed, and their entire preduct 
is used in thiscountryin the manufacture of 
soap and olive oil.’’ 

Mr. R. M. Columbus, tho United States con- 
snl at Payta, lives at the mouth of the Chira 
river, right in the heart of the rich*cotton re- 
gion of the Chira valley. He furnishesa fuller 
and more interesting accouintof the cotton 
tree, and gives some idoaof its cultivation and 
manufacture. In a special report upon this 
industry, he says: 

‘‘After five years of drouth this province and 
state are naturally depressed in the way of 
commerce and all kinds of industry. The val- 
ley of Chira formsa favorable exception. The 
production of the valley consists principally of 
native Peruvian cotton. 

“Gossypium herbaceum peruvianum, an ar- 
ticle used very extensively in Europe for the 
manufacture of woolen goods, with which it 
mixes readily, on account of its rough, strong 
and Jong fiber, is produced abundantly throngh- 
out the state after the rainy seasons, which are 
periodical, and occur generajly every seven 
years, and iscuitivated always along the banks 
of rivers on lowlands irrigated by the overflow 
of streams. The plant is arborescent and pe- 
rennial, and, after fully developing, continues 
producing cotton for five or six years in suc- 
cession, provided there be some moisture in 
the ground, needing, however, very little of it 
on account of its deep rooting, thus reaching 
moisture at great depths. Thesystem of cul- 
tivation of this planttis quite primitive, the 
seeds being planted by making holes in the 
ground with spades, without tilling or manur- 
ing tnesoil. The plant becomes developed 
and begins to bearcotton indry and sandy 
soil about six months alter planting, and about 
nine months in rich and wet land, continuing 
to vield at short interva!s for five or six vears 
more in succession. It is wonderful to behold 
the same plant in blossom, with pods, budsand 
cotton, all at the same tiie, and giving a con- 
tinual yield for the time above stated. 

‘‘In certain seasons of the year, about @very 
seven years, the rains areincessant here for 
about two months both in the interior and ou 
the coast, and water descends in such abund- 
ance as to almost inundate the country. Large 
torrents stream down the mountain side, the 
valley of the Chira 1s deluged, and flat lands 
within it are turned into morasses, and mor- 
asses into lakes; in a word, the lowland be- 
comes submerged and the accumulated mass of 
waters rush with great force down the central 
valley, which forms their only outlet. The 
valley, however, is wide, and the descent 
very gradual. The extent of the valley through 
which the watertiows is from three to four 
miles wide, and though it is nearly two hund- 
red miles iu extent, the valley for the whole 
distance is almost level. There is only sufti- 
cient descent, especially for the last sixty miles, 
to determine a very gentle current to the sea. 
Under these circumstances the great quantity 
of water proceeding from the mountains ex- 
pands over the whole valley, and forms, for a 
time, an immense lake, extending in length 
across the whole breadth of the jowland. 

“The rains generally cease in March, byt it 
requires from thirty-tive to fifty days for the 
water to disappear and leave the land dry. As 
soon as that is effected there spring® up from 
the whole surface of the ground which has been 
thus submerged most luxuriant and rank veg- 
etation. 

“The soil is wonderfully rich, and has been 
under cultivation by the aborigines from time 
immemoria!, and its fertility is kept up unim- 
paired bythe slime (limus terr#) which is 
abundantly deposited during these inunda- 
tions. 

“Cotton is colledted, when the pods open, 


. by women and children, who are paid. in pro- 


portion to the quantity collected, the prevail- 
ing raies being 40 cents for every quintal—100 
pounds. Cotton is taken from thé fields to the 
ginning houses, where it is cleaned and made 
into bales of about one hundred and seventy- 
tive poundseach. We have five of such estab- 
lishiments in this province, one in Querecotillo, 
on the east side of the river, about fifty miles 
in the interior, owned by an Englishman; two 
in Sullana, a city of about 4,000 inhabitants on 
the west side of the river, about forty-five 
miles from the coast, owned by natives: and 
two in La Huaca, a village of about 1,000 in- 
habitants, on this side of the river, twenty one 
miles from Payta, on the railroad to Pueta: 
both are owned by foreigners, an Englishman 
and an Italian. 

“The quantity exported annually averages 
from 65,000 to 70,000 bales, the gross value of 
which, at current prices here, is about $2,000, -

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NAMING A CANDIDATE, 


SUNDAY AT THE JAIL. 


Religious Services Held with the Pris- 
oners. 


PETER DANIELS LEADS IN PRAYER, 


And Criminals of All Classes Look On with 
Deep Interest and Atten- 
tion. 


The harmonious blending of two scores of 
voices, singing a sacred hymn, rang through 
the corridors of the Fulton county jail yester- 
day afternoon. 

With heads uncovered, and faces rever- 
entially bowed, the singers stood grouped to- 
gether in one end of the wide hallway. 

In their midst stood a middle-aged gentle- 
man with a hymnbook and testament in hand, 
lining out thehymn. 

He was a member of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and for four 
years, on every Sabbath, he has held services 
at the jail. 

The congregation of listeners was composed 
of white and black prisoners, charged with all 
crimes from murder to simple larceny. 

Directly behind the speaker stood Under- 
wood, the slayer of Alex Sayre, and ranged 
along in a line were Heflin, Ponder and a 
dozen other white prisoners. In front were 
perhaps twenty-five negroes, with faces show- 
ing the deepest attention. In the foreground 
were Peter Daniels and Josh Brown, the old 
comrade of George Washington. Two other 
colored murderers stood farther back listening 
with every evidence of earnest interest. 

‘There is a fountain tilled with blood.”” As 
the leader lined the words Peter Daniels 
raised the hymn in a strong voice, and it was 
caught up by the prisoners, and echced 
through the cells and out in the jail yard. 

"The dying thief rejoiced to see,” and 
with lusty voices the hymn was sung. It 
seemed to contain a promise to the imprisoned 
wretches, and they sang it with all the more 
vigor and earnestness. 

When the last echoes of the hymn had died 
away into the solemn hush of the Sabbath day, 
the prisoners knelt and a feeling prayer was 
madefby the leader. 

When it was finished Peter Daniels stepped 
forward with an open Bible in his hand. 

“T want to ax you,”’ said he, “to read that 
chapter. I’se been reading it to my class.”’ 

The chapter indicated was the twenty- 
fifth of Acts—Paul accused before Festus— 
and it was read. At every verse the negro 
over whose head the penalty of death had 
hung-nodded with great satisfaction. 

The reader made a short talk from the 
chapter and occasionally asked questions of 


the prisoners concerning it. 
After the talk he asked Peter Daniels to 


pray. 

Kneeling, the accused murderer offered a 
devout appeal to the throne of mercy. 

“Oh, Lordy,” he prayed, in tremulous ac- 
cents, ‘‘weis once more bowed down to ’turn 
soune thanks to Thee. Bless these men what 
oo ae ev’ry day, for dey ison the road to 

ell. Warn ’em ’foreit is too late. Deliver 
us out of troubles, and forgive dem ‘what in- 
jures us. Itis de servant’s prayer. Amen.”’ 

Josh Brown, a burglar, with a sentence of 
fifteen years, then asked to be allowed to pray, 
and he knelt and delivered a long appeal. 

Another song, and a large numberof Sun- 
day school tracts were distributed among the 
prisoners. Still another song and the 
benediction was said, and the prisoners 
crowded around the leader, asking questions. 

Underwocd invited him in his cell, and for 
some time the man of God conversed with him 
in his cell, adorned with pictures drawn by 
‘Sam Hill. 

Services were next held in the moonshiners’ 
quarters, and about seventy-live mountaineers 
were present and took great interest in the 
service.

Rome, Ga., January 17.—{Special.]—The 
waters are slowly receding. This morning 
they finally left Broad street, and today has 
been a busy one to many. Sweeping and 
cleaning out had to be done while the waters 
were just leaving the stores. The Etowah is 
falling faster than the Oostanauia, and is al- 
most within its banks. Tomorrow the mer- 
chants will move down their stocks. Nuun- 
bers of families had to leave their houses, and 
many of them are poor people. The weather 
has been intensely cold, and there is thought 
to be some suffering occasioned. Above Big 
Dry creek, in one of the water-bound districts, 
the families are reported without bread or 
meat. A party of hunters, desiring to pur- 
chase dinner from them, ascertained that the 
people were living on hominy. That was all 
they had, the water keeping them from the 
market. 

No services were held at the First Meth- 
odist church this morning. The hundreds 
of bales of cotton piled in front and around 
the building made it dangerous to build fires. 
There are no church services in the city to- 
night on account of no lights. The gas and 
electric light plants will not resume work be-, 
fore Monday night. The streets are in total 
darkness. <A cold rain is falling that freezes 
when it hits the ground.

The ban of the law is about to be placed 
upon gambling in futures. 

If the bill introduced by Mr. Alexander, of 
North Carolina, becomes a law, this will be 


done. 

And bucket shops will be a thing of the 
past. 

The billis sweeping in its, provisions, and 
gives a black eye to allsortsof gumbling 
in agricultural products, This gambling is 
defined to be a contract to sell future delivery 
corn, wheat, oats, rye, barley, etc., the con- 
tractor or seller not “being the agent of the 
owner at the time of the making of the con- 
tract. Not only this, but the bill excludes 
from the mails any Jetters, postal cards or cir- 
culars, concerning gambling in such products, 
and checks, drafts, bills, money, postal notes, 
or money orders for use for such a pur- 
pose. All newspapers, circulars, pamphlets, 
a publication of any kind containing adver- 
tisements, telegraphic reports giving quota- 
tions of any market relating to gambling in 
agricultural products, are excluded from the 
mails. 

A tax of $2 per word is levied on telegraph 
or telephone messages used in aid of such 
gambling. 

The business men of Atlanta are almost 
unanimous in their commendation of the law. 

Mr. H. A. Boynton said: 

“IT think it will be a good law, and I would 
be glad to see it in effect, I am op- 
posed to gambling in any form. I don’t 
think it will injure any business. No one 
will be hurt but the speculator. A great 
many more people have been ruined by these 
gambling institutions than have been bene- 
fited by them.’’§ 

Mr. J.‘ R. Black, of Black & McIntosh, 
thought differently: 

‘I think it a very unwise move,” said he, 
‘‘and greatly against the business interests of 
the country. In our business we are largely 
guided by market reports.”’ 

Mr. Green T. Dodd thought the passage of 
such a bill would be a blessing: 

“There has,’* said he, “been sent 
out of Atlanta $650,000 more money than has 
evercome back, through the bucket shops. 
This gambling in futures is corrupting and de- 
moralizing. More merchants fail through 
that one source than from any other, and it is 
educating a race of gamblers out of our young 
mén. The congress that passes this law 
should be called blessed.”’ 

Mr. Stewart F. Woodson says of it: ‘There 
is nodoubt but what dealing in futures is 
greatly detrimental to the legitimate business 
of the country and should be controlled. 
But whether this bill will do it or not, Ican- 
not say. If it will, I heartily favor it.” 

1 N. W. Murphy, of E. 8. Morris & Co., 
said: 

‘This buying of futures is sapping the life 
blood out of many of our business men. Many 
men have been ruined by it, and while I am 
in favor of freedom of action, and all that sort 
of thing, I will favor any law that will sup- 
press those bucket shops.”’ 

Mr’ J. K. Brunner said: 

*T think that gambling in futures is demor- 
alizing to the country, and anything that will 
prohibit them I heartily favor. The state of 
Georgia has lost as much in speculating in 
cotton futures as has been lost by the farmers 
and merchants from the low price of cotton.”

The Democratic Convention. 


The New York World, after a delay of a 
couple of months, takes up THE CONSTITU- 
TION’S suggestion that the national demo-~ 
cratic convention be held in that city, and 
heartily endorses it as an original proposi- 
tion. We have no objection to this. The 
suggestion grows naturally and inevitably 
out of the situation and its demands, and we 
are willing for The World to enjoy prece- 
dence in this matter. 

The lapse of time since THE CONSTITU- 
TION named New York as the proper place 
for the convention has only served to 
strengthen the reasons on which the sugges- 
tion was based. At that time it was not 
known that the democrats would secure con- 
trol of the legislature, or that the firm and 
courageous stand taken by Governor Hill 
would result in an assurance of democratic 
success next November. The fact that these 
results have been brought about is an addi- 
tional reason why the convention should be 
held in this great democratic state. 

But the one overpowering reason why the 
convention should be held in New York is 
the fact that it will enable the leading demo- 
crats from all parts of the country to become 
acquainted with that section of the party on 
which success depends. The republican 
press has boiled over with the foulest slan- 
ders of the unterrified democracy of New 
York state, and some of it, we are sorry to 
say, has leaked into democratic vessels; 
some of it has even found endorsement ina 
section of the southern press. By means of 
the industry of editors in the employ of re- 
publicanism and mugwumpery, the name of 
Tammany has become a by-word and re- 
proach, and democratic editors who have 
formed the habit of fashioning their views 
on mugwump models have also held Tam- 
many up to scorn. 

It would help and strengthen the party in 
many ways ifthe leaders could be brought 
in contact with the earnest and sincere 
forces which give vitality and aggressive- 
ness to the democrats of New Yorkin gen- 
eraland to Tammany in particular. It is 
a vigorous and fighting democracy, that of 
New York, and it would be a good thing to 
have something of its vigor, its fearlessness 
and its sincerity imparted to the party at 
large. . 

For this reason and for others that will 
suggest themselves tothoughtful democrats, 
THE CONSTITUTION is of the opinion that 
the democratic convention should be held in 
New York city. 


Two Tragedies. 

There are no tigers in our mountain 
fastnesses—no beasts that prey on human 
life in the sheltered valleys of the north, or 
in the open lowlands of the far, tranquil 
south. The wild beasts were slain long 
ago, and yet there is grief in the valleys 
aud weeping in the lowlands over the cap- 
tives and the slain of the law. 

North, east, south, west, the bloodhounds 
of the government are tracking the steps of 
men; there isa glitter of guns in the star- 
light of their quiet homes; the sharp ring of 
rifles; clanking of chains; the click of hand- 
cuffs; harsh grating of prison doors; moan- 
ing of captive men; wailing of women and 
the tears of little children. 

The government is on the track of men, 
and it strikes and spares not. Here is a 
faithful picture of its work: 

A poor man who tilled the soil and exer- 
cised the right to utilize its products for his 
use, asking the government no license to act 
like a free man, was surprised by its armed 
officers, dragged from his home and loved 
ones and condemned to prison. 

Word came from the heart-broken wife 
that his child was dying, but her mournful 
message could not melt the iron on his 
wrists, nor open the guarded doors of his 
dungeon. 

In the silence of night the strong love of 
his soul founda way to freedom. He 
heard the voice of his wife and the moaning 


__ wer *6f his dying child, and through the drowsy 


guards he passed to freedom and home. 

The day after there came this message to 
the prison: ‘‘Iam ready to return. My 
child is dead.”’ 

Here is another picture: Inthe Georgia 
lowlands a man lay dyingin his home. An 
officer of the government entered and with 
shackled wrists he bore the man to prison. 
When the gray dawn brightened through his 
cell its beams fell upon his dead face. He 
had perished in the night. 

These are the stories of two men, but in 
them you can read the history of many who 
are under the ban of an infamous law whose 
vise-like grip is at the throat of freedom; 
a law whose game is human life; a law that 
makes-widows of wives and orphans of 
children; 2 law that wrecks homes and 
fills your jails with captives; a law which is 
as cruel as war, in which interest it was 
made; a law that isa crimson blot on the 
country; a law that barters blood for gold! 


It Should Be Repealed. 

The readiness of the ex-confederates to 
fight against Chile, if war shall be de- 
clared, is an emphatic rebuke to the party 
which allows a law to stand on the statute 
book prohibiting these same ex-confederates 
from holding commissions in the army and 
navy. 

A bill has been introduced to repeal this 
disgraceful law. It will probably pass, but 
the act it is aimed against should have been 
repealed long ago. 

It is a humiliating spectacle to see the 
United States looking torward to the accept- 
ance of the services of brave men who 


| cide 


have been branded by the government as 
unfit to command a regiment or a company. 

All the same, the sooner the law is re- 
pealed the better it will be for all concerned. 


The Chilean Situation Reviewed. 

Just at the present time it will be of inter- 
est to many of our readers to briefly review 
the chain of events leading to our complica- 
tion with the Chilean government. 

Daring the first eight or nine months of 
Jast year a civil war was in progress in Chile. 
The congressional party finally overthrew 
President Balmaceda and reorganized the 
republic. It was charged by the victors 
that the American minister, the Hon. 
Patrick Egan, had been in active sympathy 
with Balmaceda through the entire war and 
down to the time of the latter's suicide. It 
was moreover charged that the admiral of 
the American fleet stationed in Chilean 
waters to protect our interests in that quar- 
ter had- furnished Balmaceda’s forces with 
secret information concerning the move- 
ments of the revolutionists, 

Although these charges were positively 
denied by the persons in question, the 
Chileans continued to denounce our minister 
andthe Americans generally. This was the 
condition of affairs when, some ninety days 
ago, the crew of the United States cruiser 
Baltimore went on shore at Valparaiso. 
These men behaved in an orderly manner, 
but after nightfall they were attacked by 
armed mobs in four different parts of the 
city. The police and the soldiers joined in 
these attacks. A boatswain’s mate of the 
Baltimore was killed, and six of her men 
were wounded. Our government promptly 
demanded an apology and reparation, but 
for ninety days the matter has dragged 
along with t he evident determination on the 
part of Chile to give us no satisfaction be- 
yond, perhaps, a formal expression of regret. 
In the meantime the affair has been investi- 
gated on both sides. The testimony before 
the Chilean tribunal shows that the attack 
upon the crew of the Baltimore was pre- 
meditated and well organized, and still more 
emphatic and important testimony to the 
same effect was elicited before the American 
court of inquiry. 

Notwithstanding these facts the Chilean 
government has shown no disposition to 
make amends, but has been actively engaged 
in warlike preparations. The newspapers of 
Valparaiso and Santiago are clamoring for 
war against the United States, declaring 
that Chile has everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose in such a conflict, and the people 
of those cities appear to be with difficulty 
restrained from committing still further out- 
rages upon our repr esentatives and citizens. 

This brief review of the situation suffi- 
ciently explains why the relations between 
this republic and Chile are strained, and the 
natural conclusion is that, unless we are 
speedily assured of the apology and the repa- 
ration justly due us, we must send a strong 
fleet to the coast cities of Chile and enforce 
our proper demands, without regard to the 
consequences. : 

A Combination of Frauds, 

John Shermanis at it again. He is 
never happy unless he is playing the hyp- 
ocrite and he loses no opportunity to make 
himself happy. In returning thanks to the 
repudlicans of the Ohio legislature for re- 
taining him in a position where he can give 
substantial Jaid to his coparcenres, the 
money sharks, he declared that he would 
stand fast fora tariff which will ‘‘secure 
such reasonable wages as are consistent 
with the dignity and wants of American 
workingmen.’’ 

It would be interesting to know just how 
much the workingmen of America owe to 
republican tariff legislation. In our opinion 
they could pay their entire debt with a 
quarter’s worth of bogus American tin. 
They were promised that the tariff of 1883 
would increase their wages, but a general 
reduction along the whole protection line 
followed the imposition of the duties es- 
tablished by that tariff, and the working- 
men were no better off than before. The 
same promise was made by the McKinley 
tariff, but the same persistent* and consis-

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WANTS HIS WIFE. 


A Chattanooga Man searching Jor His 
Wife and Child. 


HE CAME TO ATLANTA YESTERDAY 


And Left for Marietta, Where a Detective 
Thinks His Missing Family Is—A 
Peculiar Disappearance. 


A. R. Danneberg, a well-known resident of 
Chattanooga, is looking for a missing wife aud 


child. 

Yesterday he came to Atlanta on his search 
and before night Detective Looney had gotten 
some clue to their whereabouts. 

The lady disappeared from her home several 
days ago. On last Wednesday Danneberg 
came home and found his wife and four-year- 
old child gone. He waited all night and they 
failed to return. 

The next day Danneberg — set 
to find his family. His wife 
had been in feeble health for 
some time, and he began to fear that she had 
become temporarily mentally unbalaneed and 
had wandered away. 

With this theoryin view Danneberg began 
to make a careful search, but he could not 
trace his wifeanywhere Then rumors came 
to his ears that she had left him and that her 
affections had been alienated. 

But this was quickly set aside, for it was dig- 
covered that she had gone witha Mrs. Killian, 
and together they had left on the Western and 
Atlantic iast Wednesday evening. 

The discovery was made on Saturday, and 
immediately Danneberg arranged to come to 
Atianta. He lett for this city, inquiring anx- 
iously on the way about the missing woman 
and child. 

He reached here yesterday morning and as 
soon as possible sought the local detectives to 
secure their aidin finding Mrs. Danneberg. 
He thonght that she had come here, and 
describes her as a blonde, twenty-five 
years of age and very pretty features. 

Detective Looney went to work on the case. 
He found that the wife and child had come on 
the Western and Atiantic train over which 
Conductor Mays was in charge. 

As near as couid be ascertained, they had 
stopped off at Marietta. 

Danneberg awaited the arrival of 
the 6:40 train last evening and, 
not finding the lost ones on it, left for Marietta. 

He knows no reason why they should have 
gone there, but will make a careful search for 
them in the town. 

Danneberg is about thirty years of age, and 
is an industrious, intelligent gentleman. He 
left hopefal, but still decidedly worried. 

The disappearance is certainly a mysterious 
one.

GATHERED AT RANDOM. 


This being an invalidisno fun. No, not even 
when one comes in the category of cripples, and 
has the assurance that it is only a temporary im- 
prisonment. In desperation one 18 driven to 
books and to his pencil, with, of course, a glimpse 
now and then into the world as reflected through 
the newspapers. 

The death of Prince “Eddie,” whose companions 
knew him by the touchingly familiar sobriquet, 
“Collars and Cuffs’’—the reason is apparent tn his 
pictures—has turned the world to talking. It was 
only a few days ago that we learned of Eddie’s 
existence through being told of his romantic, for 
@ prince, love affair; and all the world 
was talking about this lover and 
his flancee. Now comes the story of 
his sudden death. We are sorry for littie Princess 
May, just as if her lover were not heir tothe 
throne, for the papers told us it was a love match. 
Even if it hadn't been, we would be sorry to see 
the pretty dream shattered. Last week she was 
hailed as England’s future queen; this week she 
is only a brokeu-hearted English girl. 

No matrimonial event since the engagement 
and marriage of the queen has created so much 
comment in England. The engagement of the 
heir presumptive to this English girl—though re- 
garded a mesalliance as far as rank is concerned 
—was very popular with the English people and 
greatly raised Prince Eddie in their estima- 
tion. English people want no more for- 
eign blood in the veins ot their rulers, 
that is, no more than they can help 
This sentiment was expressed by the prince 
of Wales himself in a speech a few days ago when 
he said: “I am glad and proud to think that my 
son marries one who was born in this country, 
who was educated in this country and who has the 
feeling of an English woman.” And a nobleman 
whom Mr. Labouchere quotes explains this feel- 
ing somewhat when he says: “The match is de- 
sirable for all sorts of reasons, To begin with, the 
queen and Beatrice want it. Then the Empress 
Frederick 1s dying to have her daugbter, the Prin- 
cess Margaret, on the throne of England, or on 
the high road jfto it. Fancy what a life the poor 
prince of Wales would lead if she and the emperor 
had an additional right to censure him, and 
see how he spends his’ money!’ To 
thishe adds: “From a radical standpoint the 
Tecks’ daughter ought to be, afver the princess of 
Wales, the best stuff out of which to make a com- 
ing queen.”’ 

All the talk of this last royal marriage now so 
ruthlessly cut Short has recalled the betrothals of 
the other members of the royal family. Pall Mall 
Gazette, in a reminiscent strain, says of the queen 
and the prince consort: “Prince Albert was an 
occasional visitor at Windsor, and it is related 
that ‘the queen danced with him and showed 
him many attentions.’ Once the queen presented 
him with a bouquet, but his uniform jacket fast- 
ened up to the chin and he had nobuttonhole, He 
thereupon seized a penknife and slitan aperture 
in his dregs next his heart and there deposited 
the flowers.” It was the queen who proposed to 
the prince. She began by asking him how he 
liked England, to which he replied, ‘Very much.” 
She then blushingly asked “If he would like to 
live in England,” and “on this hint he spoke,” 
and the affair was settled. 

The prince of Wales first met the Princess Alex- 
andriain Germany in 1861. The result was so 
much to the prince consort’s satisfaction that he 
wrote in his diary: ‘We hear nothing but excel- 
lent accounts of the Princess Alexandria. The 
young people seem to have taken a warm liking 
for each other.” The Princess Louise was en- 
gaged to Lord Lorne in October, 1870. The event 
took place also at Balmoral during a walk. 

Of the duke and dachess of Fife, itis related 
that the duke was often a visitor at the prince of 
Wales’ when the duchess was a little girl, and 
that her aifection for him sprang up early. The 
duke even then took a great deal of notice of her, 
“begved her off” when she gotinto scrapes, and 
frequently had bon-bons in his pocket for her, 
though her mother had rigidly forbidden him, 
The httle princess adored him, and used to prick 
allthe ends of her fingers making pincushions 
and penwipers for his birthday, Prince Eddie is 
said to have proposed tothe Princess May under 
the subdued light of a conservatory in the house 
of a society leader in London during the interval 
between refreshments. 

Itis well known that for along time the queen 
had been averse to the match. But Prince Albert 
Victor, with toore strength of purpose, indeed, 
than has generally been attributed to him, de- 
termineg@ to wait till he had his way. The prince 
of Wales was inclined ali along to let his son have 
his own way in the matter, and at length the per- 
sistence of the duke of Clarence -and Avondale 
won the day. 

Again, the last instance of an heir apparent to 
the English throne marrying an English woman 
was that of James II, who married Anne Hyde, 
daughter of Lord Clarendon, the author of the 
famous “‘Rebellion.”” Atthat time he was duke 
of York. Out of a total of six spouses Henry VIII 
married four English women—Anne Boleyn, Jane 
Sevmwour, Catharine Howard and Catharine Parr. 

The rumor that a marriage is to be arranged be- 
tween Prince George, now heir presumptive, and 
the Princess May may prove a popular one 
in Englandand it is by no means impossible that 
it will be brought about. How Prince George 
will like such an arrangement nobody seems to 
know or to care. Why should they? It has never 
been the fashion to consult the wishes 
of the young sprigs of royalty, male 
or female, about such matters as 
these. The English people want an Englishman 
on the throne,and the wishes of the people are be- 
ginning to cut a figure im affairs of the empire. I 
see, however, it is stated that a match 


has already been arranged between Prinve George | 


and a daughter of Prince and Princess Christian. 
Princess Christian (Helena) is a sister of the 
prince fof Wales,and is the fifth child of the 
queen. She married Prince Christian of Schles- 
wig-Holstein in 1866, This marriage of Prince 
George would bring to the throne of England a 
woman German in birth and sympathies, and such 
a marriage could hardly be popular with the Eng- 
lish people.

“We read nowand then of the orgies of the 
Tweed gang. 

“I never could understand why that gang should 
be known as the Tweed ring, unless because Tweed 
wasalarge man, of coarse fiber, and was put in 
front by the schemer of the organization, appar- 
ently the head and front, butin reality nothing 
but the strong rightarm. Menwho know any- 
thing about the ring are very well aware that no 
one of its members wasan orgieac. Tweed may 
have smoked, but he was not a drinker. I saw 
much of him, and I don’t recall his ever drinking 
anything but milk and soda water, It was not my 
fate to know Mr. Tweed in private life, but 1 saw 
him very frequently, and I doubtif any man can 
truthfully lay to him the charge of drink or dis- 
sipation in the ordinary acceptance of that term. 
Isaw him frequently in the park, where he was 
always a target tor politicians, contractors and 
men of large affairs. He used to siton the front 
piazza of the Mount St. Vincent, where he re- 
ceived the homage of allsortsand conditions of 
men. itis amusing to me to read in certain mor- 
alistic journals of the day abuse of that man and 
contrast it with the sycophantic toadyism of the 
same papers in the olden time.

More About Early Atlanta. 


EDITOR ConsTITUTION=When my father and [I . 


were looking out a home in Georgia, we came to 
Atlanta in the sping of the year, but it had such a 
reputation for rowdyism and dissipation that we 
passed through it with disgust, and went on to 


Marietta, where I purchased for him the fine. 


suburban residence, with 130 acres of land, from 
Dr. Burroughs of Savannah, Georgia, and we 
made that our hoine. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad and the 
Georgia to Augusta, were all that Atlanta then 
had, and the wild and dissipated men on the line 
of those roads all came to Atlanta to sow their 
“wild oats” and enjoy their dissipation and folly. 
Ina little while the railroad to West Point and 
Montgomery was completed and that added to the 
chances for such wildness. 

In November of 1851 1 took charge of the First 
Baptist church, and never found a greater mis- 
take than the one into which we had fallen. 

I found, in the winter of 1852 and 1853, when serv- 
ing the church, that Atlanta citizens were a8 or- 
derly, intelligent and refined as those of any 
town of its size anywhere in the land, and that 
the ———- of the wild men of upper Georgia 
was ail charged to Atlanta. During my first win- 
ter there we had a very wet time; the streets be- 
came impassable in places ; for eight Sundays in 
succession we had such weather tliat ladies could 
not reach the church, and yet I had a congrega- 
tion of from thirty to fifty each Sunday, and 
those of the very best people of the state. 

Deacons G. O. McDaniel and Bomar, Dr. Hayden 
Coe, Protessor Hatch, Governor J. B. Gordon, 
Professor Rutherford and other men of the church ; 
Rev. W. George Lofton, now of Nashville, Tenn., 
Rev. V. C. Norcross, Rev. H. L. Bachanao, Judge 
Abbot, A. K Seago, Banker, John H. James, and 
ex-Governor H. D. McDaniel all were, with wany 
others, in my Sunday schvol. 

Dr. Joe Thompson, the far famed proprietor of 
the Atianta hotel, a Presbyterian, was lovg cbhor- 
ister.

A BIG DEAL IN REAL ESTATE. 


The Alabama Improvement Company Bells 
Out to a Dakota Syndicate. 

HunTsvitieg, Ala., January 17.—[{Special.] 
The largest deal ihade in the south for some 
years was that made in this city Friday. 
The deal involved the transfer of upwards of 
$6,000,000 worth of property. 

Some four years ago Colonel James F, 
O'Shaughnessy, of New York, purchased large 
properties in Huntsville, organizing the North 
Alabama Improvement Company; built and 
equipped the Huntsville and Monte Santo 
hotels, and expended nearly one million dol- 
lars in general improvements. 

Friday the North Alabama _ Improve- 
ment Company sold and transferred all of 
their properties to the Northwestern Land 
Association, of Pierre, S. D. 

The properties consist in part of a large 
four or five-story brick and red sandstone 
block in the heart of the city of Huntsville. 

This block has an _ opera house 
at one corner, with the hotel occupy- 
ing the rest of the block, all having 
large stores on the ground floor. 

Five miies from the city, on the summit of 
Monte |Sano, 180 feet above sea level, is the 
elegant Monte Sano hotel, with its lovely sur- 
roundings used as a suinmer resort. 

The Monte Sano railroad and turnpike 
drive leading up from the city is also included. 

In the deal are some eighteen hundred acres 
of land environing the city, some of itin the 
corporate limits. 

Other properties in and out of the city, im- 
proved and otherwise, are also included in the

THE CONSECRATION 


Services of Bishop-Elect Nelson to Be 
Celebrated at St. Luke's Cathedral 


ON THE 25TH OF FEBRUARY. 


Will Be Both Beautiful and Impressive. 
The Form—A Large Attendance 
Expected, 


The ceremonies attending the consecration 
of Bishop-Elect Neison will be conducted by 
Presiding Bishop Williamson, of Connecticut, 
at St. Luke’s cathedral, on February 25th. 

He will be assisted by a number of other 
bishops and, thirty or forty priests. Three 
bishops are required in all cases, and often that 
number is largely increased. 

The exercises are pretty and interesting, and 
will no doubt be attended by many people from 
other cities. The procession of clergy is formed 
on the outside of the church, and they enter 
the front door in very nearly military order. 

When the procession reaches the appointed 
position in the church the presiding bishop 
reads the communion service, and celebrates 
holy communion. ‘he sermon, pre-arranged 
to proceed the consecration is then delivered 
by some bishop appointed for the purpose. , 

The bishop to be consecrated occupies & 
chair in front of the altar, and is approached 
by two other bishops who present the bishop- 
elect vested with his rechat, saying: ‘‘Rever- 
end Father and God, we present unto you this 
godly and well-learned man to be ordained and 
consecrated bishop.’’ Whereupon the presid- 


ing bishop requests and reads regarding the | 


character, fitness, etc., of the candidate. 

These testimonials inciude the certificate of 
election from the diocese, recommenaatious 
from bishops and a testimonial from the 
standing committee of the diocese. The letter 
of acceptance from the bishop-elect is then 
read. 

An impressive promise of conformity and 
obedience to the doctrine, discipline and 
methods of worship of the Episncopal church 
of the United Sta‘es is then required from the 
bishop-elect by the presiding bishop. 

This is followed by silent prayer and repeat- 
ing the litany, including this suffrage: * hat 
itmay please Thee tw bless this our brother 
elected, and to send Thy grace upon him, 
that he may duly execute the ottice he is 
ealled, to the edifying of Thy church and the 
honor, praise and glory of Thy name.” 

After prayer for the descent of the Holy 
Spirit, the examination of the bishop-elect 19 
proceeded with, according to the form set forth 
in the oftice for the consecration of bishops. 
The bisbop-elect is here robed in the rest of his 
episcopal habit by the two attending bishops. 

All the bishops here lay hands on the 
bishop-elect and the presiding bishop proceeds: 
‘Receive the Holy Ghost for the office and 
work of a bishop of the church of God, ete. 

At the conclusion of the service the clergy 
retires from the church in the order in which 
they entered, being followed by the newly con- 
secrated bishop. 

The services wi!] last about three hours, 
probably from 11 a.m. to2 p.m. Both of the 
Episcopal parishes of the city will unite in the 
ceremonies.

natural phenomena. His subject was 
“Echoes,” and his text: Ezekiel vu, 7—The 
sounding again of the mountains.’t 

At last I have found it. The Bible hasin ita 
recognition of all phases of the natural world 
from the aurora of the midnight heavens to 
the phosphorescence of the tumbled 
sea. But the well-known sound 
that we call the echo, I found not until a few 
days ago I discovered itin my text: “The 
sounding again of the mountains.” That is 
the echo. Ezekiel of the text had heard it 
again and again. 
in his journey to distant exile he 
had passed among mountains, and 
it was natural that all through 
his writings there should loom up the moun- 
tains. Among them he had heard the sound 
of cataracts and of tempests in wrestle with 
oak and cedar, and the voices of the wild 
beasts, but a man of so poetie a nature as Eze- 
*%iel could not allow another sound, viz.: the 
echo, to be disregarded, and so he gives us 
jn our text, ‘‘the sounding again of the moun- 


tains.”’ 

Greek mythology represented the Echo as 
anywph, the daughter of Earth and Air, fol- 
lowing Narcissus through forests and into 
grottoes and every whither, and so strange, 
and weird, and startling is the echoI do not 
wonder that the superstitious have lifted it 
into the supernatural. You and JI, in boy- 
hood or gir.iood, experimented with this re- 
sponsiveness of sound. Standing half way 
between the house and barn, we shouted many 
a time to hear the reverberations, or out 
among the mountains back of our home, on 
some long tramp, we stopped and made ex- 
clamation with full lungs just to hear 
what Ezekie! calls the ‘‘sounding again 
of the mountains.”’ The echo has frightened 
many achildand manyaman. Itisno tame 
thing after you have spoken to hear the same 
words repeated by the invisible. All the 
silences are tilled with voices ready to answer. 
Yet, it would not beso startling if they said 
something else, but why do those lips of the 
gir say just what yousay? Do they mean to 
mock or mean to please? Who are you, and 
where are you, thou wondrous echo? Some- 
times its response is a reiteration. The shot of 
agun, the clapping of the hands, the beating 
of a druin, the voice of a violin are sometimes 
repeated many times by the echo. Near Cob- 
Jentz—that which is said has seventeen echoes. 
In 1766, a writer says that near Milan, Italy, 
there were seventy such reflections of sound to. 
one snap of a pistol. Play a bugle near a lake 
of Killarney and the tune is played back to 
you as distinctly as when you played it. There 
is a well 210 feet deep at Carisbrooke castle in 
the Isie of Wight. Dropa pin into that well, 
and the sound ofits fail comes to the top of the 
well distinctly. A blast of an Alpine horn 
comes back from the rocks of Jung- 
frau in surge after surge of reflected 
sound, until] itseems as if every peak had 
lifted and blown an Alpine horn. But have 
you noticed—and this is the reason for the 
present d'‘scourse—that this echo in the 
natural world has its analogy in the moral and 
religious world? Have you _ noticed tke 
tremendous fact that what we say and do 
comes back in recoiled gladness or disaster? 
About this resonance I preach this sermon. 

First: Parenta! teaching and example have 
theirechoin ;the character of descendants.. 
Exceptions? Oh, yes. So in the natural 
world there may be no echo, or a distorted 
echo, by reason of peculiar proximities, but 
the general rule is thatthe character of the 
children is the -echo of the character of 

rents. The general rule is that good parents 
fave good children and bad parents have bad 
children. If the old man isacrank, his son 
isaptto be acrank, and the grandchild a 
crauk. Thetendency isso mighty in that 
direction that it will get worse 
and worse unless some hero or 
heroine in that line shall rise and say: 
“Here! By the help of God, I will stand this 
no longer. Against this hereditary tendency 
to queerness I protest.’’ Aud he or she wiil 
set up an altar and a magnificent life that will 
reverse things and tlere will be no more 
cranks among that kindred. In another fain- 
ily the father and mother are consecrated 
people. What they do is mght; what they 
teach is right. The boys may for’ some time 
be wild and the daughters worldly, but watch! 
Years pass on, perhaps ten years, twenty years, 
and yougo back to the church where the 
father and mother used to be consistent mem- 
bers. You have heard nothing about the fam- 
ily for twenty years, and at the door of the 
church you see the sexton, and you ask 
him: “Where is old Mr. Webster?” ‘Oh! 
he has been dead many years.’’ ‘‘Where 
is Mrs. Webster?” ‘Oh! ghe died fifteen 
years ago,’’ “I suppose their son Joe 
went to the dogs?”’ ~ **Oh! no,” says the sex- 
ton.

**Yes,’’ says the old inhabitant, ‘I remember 
them very well. The father and mother have 
been dead for years.”” ‘Well, how about the 
children ? What has become of them ?’’ The old 
inhabitant replies: “They turned out badly. 
You know the old man was about half an in- 
fidel and the boys were all intidels. The old- 
estson married, but got into drinking habits, 
and in a few years his wife was not able to 
live with him any longer and his children 
were taken by relatives, and hedied of deli- 
rium tremens on Blackwell’s Island. His 


other son forged the name of his employer 


Qne of the daughters of 
the old folks married an inebriate with the 
idea of reforming him, and you know how 
that always ends—in the ruin of both the ex- 
perimenter and the one experimented with. 
The other daughter disappeared myste- 
riously, and has not been heard of. There 
was @& young woman picked out of the 
East river and putin the morgue, and some 
thought it was her, but I cannot say.” ‘‘Is 
it possible?’ youcry out. ‘Yes, it is possi- 
ble. The family isa complete wreck.’’ My 
hearers, that is just what might have been ex- 
pected. All this is only the echo, the dismal! 
echo, the awful echo, the dreadful echo of 
parental obliquity and unfaithfulness. The 
oid folks heaped up a mountain of wrong in- 
fluences, and this is only what my text calls 
“The sounding of the mountains.’”’ Indeed, 
our entire behavior in this world will have a 
resound. While opportunities fly in a straight 
line and just touch us once and are gone 
never to return, the wrongs we practice upon 
others tly in a circle, and they come back to 
the place from which they started. Doctor 
Guillotine thought it smart to introduce the 
instrument of death, named after him; but 
did not like it so well when his own head was 
chopped off with the guillotine. 

So, also, the judgment day will be an echo 
of all our other days. The universe needs 
such a day, for there are so many things in the 
world that need to be tixed up and explained. 
If God had not appointed such aday all the 
nations would cry out, “‘Oh, God, give us a 
judgment day.’’ But, we are aptto think of 
it and speak about it as a day away off-.in the 
future, having nospecial connection with this 
day or any other day. The fact is that we are 
now making up its voices, its trumpets will 
only sound back again to us what we now say 
and do. That is the meaning of ail that 
scripture which says that Christ will on that 
day address the soul, saying, “I was naked 
and ye clothed me, I wassick and in prison 
and ye visited me.”’ <All the footstepsin that 
prison cerridor as the Christian reformer 
walks to the wicket of the incarcerated, yea 
all the whispers of condolence in the ear of 
that poor soul dying in that garret, yea all the 
kindunesses are being caught up and rolled on 
until they dash against the judgment throne 
and then they will be struck back into the 
ears of these sons and daughters of mercy. 
Louder than the crash of Mount Washington 
falling on its face in the world-wide catastrophe 
and the boiling of the sea over the furnaces of 
the universal conflagration will be the echo 
and re-echo of the good deeds done and the 
sympathetic words uttered and the mighty 
benefactions wrought. On that day all the 
charities, all the self-sacrifices, all the philan- 
thropics, all the beneticent last wills and testa- 
ments, all the Christian work of all the ages, 
will ‘be piled up into mountains, and those 
who have served God and served the suffering 
human race will hear what my text styles 
‘the sounding of the mountains.”’ 

My subject advances to tell you that etern- 
ity itself is only an echo of time. Mind you, 
the analogy warrants my saying this. The 
echo is not always exactly in kind like the 
sound originally projected. Lord Raieigh 
says that a woman’s voice sounding 
from a grove was returned an _  oc- 
tave higher. A scientist playing a flute 
in Fairfax county, Virginia, fonnd that 
all the notes were returned, alihough some of 
them came in raised pitch. A trumpetsounded 
ten times near Glasgow, Scotland, and the ten 
potes were all repeated, but a third lower. 
And the spiritual law corresponds with the 
natural world. What we do. of good or bad 
may not come back to usin just the proportion 
we expect it, but cowe back it will; it may be 
from a higher gladness than we thought or 
from 2 deeper woe, from a mightier conqueror 
or from a worse captive, from a higher throne 
or deeper dungeon. Our prayer or our 
blaspheiny, our kindness or our cruelty, our 
faith or our unbelief, our holy life or our disso- 
lute behavior, will come back somehow. Sup- 
pose the boss of a factory or the head of a 
commercial firm, some day comes out among 
his clerks or employes, and putting his thumbs 
in the armholes of his vest, says, with an air 
of swagger and jocosity: ‘‘Well, I don’t be- 
lieve in the Bibie or the church. The one is 
an imposition and the other is full of hypo- 
crites. I declare I would not trust one of 
those very pious people further than I 
cotid see him.” That is all he says, but he 
has saidenough. The young men go back to 
their counters or their shuttles, and says with- 
in themselves: ‘Well, he is a successful man 
and has probably studied up the whole subject 


and fled to Canada. 


‘and is probably right.’’ That one lying utter- 


ance against Bibles and churches has put 
five young men on the wrong track, and 
though the influential nan has only spoken in 
half jest, the echo shall come back to him in 
five ruined lifetimes, and five destroyed eter- 
nities. You see the echoes are an octave lower 
than he anticipated. On the other hand, some 
rainy day, when there are hardly any custom- 
ers, the Christian merchant comes out from his 
counting room and stands among the young 
mep, who have nothing ‘to do, and says: 
‘Well, boys, thisis a dull day, but it will clear 
off after awhile. ‘There are a good many ups 
and downs in business, but there is an over- 
ruling Providence. Years ago I made up my 
mind to trust God and He has always seen me 
through. I remember when I was your age, I 
had just come to town and the temptations of 
city life gathered around me, but I resisted. 
The fact is there wera two old folks out on 
the old farm praying. pon Page and = or Sad

its fundamental structure after it gets out of 
the dry dock, it does not pass from brig to 
schooner, or from schoonor to iman-of-war. 
What we are when launched from this world, 
we will bein the world to come. Oh! God! 
by thy converting and sanctifying spirit make 
us, right here and now, that we may be 
right forever! 

“Well,” says some one, “this idea of 
moral, spiritual, and eternal echo is new 
to me. Is there not some way of stop- 
ping thisecho?”’ My answer is: ‘‘God can 
and He only.”’ If it isa cheerful echo, we 
do not want it stopped; if a baleful echo, we 
would like to have it stopped. The bardest 
thing in this world todo is tostop an echo. 
Many an oration has been spoiled and many 
an orator confounded by an echo. Costly 
churches, cathedrals, theaters and music halls 
have been ruined byan echo. Architects 
have strung wires across auditoriums to arrest 
the echo, and hung upholstery against the 
walls, hoping to entrap it, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been expended in 

ublic buildings of this country to keep the air 

rom answering when it ought to be quiet. 
Aristotle and Pythagoras and Isaac Newton 
and La Pliaceand our own Joseph Henry 
tried to hunt down the echo, but still the 
unexplored realms of acoustics are larger 
than the explored. When our first Brooklyn 
tabernacle was being constructed, we were 
told by architects that it was of sucha shape 
that the human voice couid not be heard in it, 
or, if heard, it would be jangled into echoes. In 
a state of worriment, I went to Joseph Henry, 
the president of the Smithsonian institute at 
Washington, and told him of this evil proph- 
ecy, and he replied: ‘‘I have probably experi- 
mented more with the lawsof sound than any 
other man, and I have got as far as this: two 
buildings may seem tobe exactly alike and 
yetin one the acoustics may be good and in 
the other bad. Goon with your church build- 
ing and trust that all will be well.’’ And all 
was well. Oh, this mighty law of sound! Oh, 
this subtle echo! There is only one being in 
the universe who thoroughly understands it— 
‘the sounding again of the mountains.”’ 

And, if itis so hard to destroy a natural 
echo, how much harder to stop a moral echo, 
a spiritual echo, an immortal echo. You know 
that the echoes are affected by the surfaces, 
and the shape of rocks, and the depth of ra- 
vines, and the relative position of buildings? 
And, once in heaven, God will so arrange the 
relative position of mansions and temples and 
thrones that one of the everlasting charms of 
heaven will be the rolling, bursting, ascend- 
ing, descending, chanting echoes. All the 
songs we ever sang devoutly, all the prayers 
we have ever uttered earnestly, all the Chris- 
tian deeds we have ever done, will be waiting 
tospring upon usinecho. The scientists tell 
us that in this world the roar of artillery and 
the boom of the thunder are so loud because 
they are a combination of echoes—all the hill- 
sides, and the caverns and the walls furnishing 
a share of the resonance. And never will we 
understand the full power and music of an 
echo until with supernatural faculties, 
able to endurefthem, we hear all the conjoined 
sounds of heavenly echoes—harps and trum- 
pets, orchestras and oratorios, hosannahs and 
hallelujahs, the east side of heaven answering 
to the west side, north side to south side, and 
all the heights, and ail the depths, and all the 
immensities, and all the eternities joining in 
echo upon echo, echo in the wake of echo. In 
the future state, whether of rapture or ruin, 
we will listen for reverberations of earthly 
things and doings. Voltaire, standing amid 
the shadows, will! listen, and from the millions 
whose godlessness and libertinism and de- 
bauchery were a consequence ot his brilliant 
blasphemies will come back a weeping, wail- 
ing, despairing, agonizing, wmillion-voiced 
echo. Paul will, while standing in the light, 
listen, and from all the circles of the ransomed, 
and from all the manv mansions whom he 
helped to people, and from all the thrones he 
helped to occurants, and from all the gates he 
helped throng with arrivals, and from all the 
temples he helped fill with worship- 
ers, there shail come back to hima 
glorious, ever-accumulating, transport- 
ing and triumphantecho. Oh, what will thea 
tyrants and oppressors of the earth do with the 
echoes? Those who are responsible for the 
wars of the world will have come back tothem 
all the groans, the shrieks, tlhe cannonades, the 
bursting shells, the crackle of burning cities, 
and the crash of a nation’s homes, Hohen- 
linden and Salamanca, Wagram and Sedan, 
Marathon and Thermopyl#, Bunker Hill and 
Lexington, South Mountain and Gettysburg. 
Sennacherib listen! Semiramis listen! Marc 
Antony listen! Artaxerxes listen! Darius 
listen! Julius Cwsar listen! Alexander and 
Napoleon listen! But to the righteous will 
come back the blissful echoes. Composers of 
gospel hymns and singers wil] listen for the re- 
turn of Antioch and Brattle Street, Ariel and 
Dundee, Harwell and Woodstock, Mount 
Pisgah and Coronation, Homeward Bound and 
Shining Shore, and all the melodies they ever 
started. Bishop Heber, and Charies Wesley, 
and Isaac Watts, and Thomas Hastings, and 
Bradbury, and Horatius Bonar, and [rances 
Havergal listen! 

But you know as well as Ido that there are 
some places where the reverberations seein to 
meet, and standing there they rash upon you, 
they rain upon you, all at once they capture 
your ear. And atthe point where all heav- 
enly reverberations meet Christ will stand,and 
listen for the resound of ail his sighs, and 
groans, and sacrifices, and they shall come 
back in an echo in which shall mingle the ac- 
claim of a redeemed world, and the ‘Jubilate 
Deo” of a full heaven. Eciio saintly, cherubic, 
archangelic! Echoof thrones! Echoof pala- 
ces! Echo of temples! Omnipotent echo! 
Everlasting echo! Amen!
